TELLS FARMER WHY 


HOGS DECLINED 


Swift A Co. \Vri<« to McLean County 


Mnn on Situation. 


A prominent McLean county farm- 


er recently wrote Swift & Co. and 
asked why the price of hogs has 
dropped, says the Bloomlngton Fan- 
tagraph. The packers replies in part 
as follows: 


"There are two principal reasons 


for the recent drop In hog prices 
The first Is that the foreign demand 
has practically disappeared. Extreme 
ly high prices of spring and early 
summer were due to the heavy for- 
eign 
purchases 
of pork products 


Within the past few weeks this de- 
mand 
has 
practically 
disappeared 


owing principally to the fact that 
European countries cannot afford to 
buy our products. 


COMMISSION BI/TINO. 


"England has recently appointed a 


commission to make all purchase! for 
England, and It may also purchase 
for France and Italy. This commis- 
sion Is in the United States studying 
the situation and It has announced 
that it will need very little pork for 
England until around the first of the 
year. 


"The other reason for the decline 


In price Is universally recognized to 
be the campaign against the high cost 
of living carried on by the govern 
ment. One feature of this agitation Is 
thb campaign carried on by the fed- 
eral trades commission and the attor- 
ney general against the packing in 
dustries. This agitation has caused 
general uncertainty, aggravated by 
the notoriety given to the accusations 
of bearding mutt products, and by a 


general feeling on the part of con- 
sumers that prices have been too 
high.'

"The situation Is critical not only 


for the hog raiser but also for the 
packer. The prices of pork products 
have declined as explained 
above 


Most of the hog has to be cured, and 
packers necessaiily have huge quantl-

In hundreds 
of barns In Macon county may be 
seen long strings of choice ears se- 
lected for seed and hung up to dry. 
Later these ears will be stored In 
the attic or some dry and fairly warm

CSE CARE. 


Perhaps no single thing more clear- 


ly shows that farmers are using their 
heads in farming than does the mat- 
ter of selecting seed corn. It has not 
been many years since the Idea wa1- 
prevalent that a sound ear taken from 
th^ crib at planting time was just as 
good seed as could be desired, and 
that any grain of corn which would 
sprout was as good as 
any 
other 


grain. Now they know that they can 
select to the best advantage from tho 
it 'k In the field and that seed thai 
has been hept dry and above a freez- 
ing temperature has greater vitality 
thar that which has been exposed to 
cold and moisture. 


MOISTURE 


There has been no corn shucking 


done yet 
The corn in the field looks 


as dead as In mid winter but there 
Is said to still be a great deal of 
moisture In the stnlks and cobs. Some 
corn shucking will be done next week 
by farmers who are always over eag- 
er to get Into the fields but It will 
he two weeks or more before corn 
shucking Is started g-enerally. A goo.l 
frost Is needed to hasten the curing 
of the corn and a good many farm- 
ers do not want to begin shucking 
until there has been a frost. 


YIELD UNDER AVERAGE. 


The yield In Macon

Issue bonds for road building for 
any amount within their bonding 
limit -A number of townships in Ver- 
milion county and several In Doug- 
las county have don* this. These 
bonds have b»en legalized by special 
act of the legislature. 


STATE AID. 


4, The county may avail Itself of 


the state aid road law. Macon county 
failed to take advantage of Itt share 
of the first state appropriation and 
the money went "to other counties. 
The later apportionment! for this 
county were used In building earth 
road. 
Champaign county has ten or 


twelve miles of fine brick rood built 
under the state ale law. 


Cnder this law the county appropri- 


ates a sum eual to that aportloned 
by the state. The combined fund Is 
usually sufficient to build not more 
than a mile or two of road each year 
But under the law as It now stands 
amended the county can go as far as 
it likes in building state aid road 
That Is, the county can appropriate 
enough to build ten miles or more 
of road a year. 
If it Is built ac- 


cording to state standards It all be- 
comes state aid road and If it is brick 
or concrete, It Is repaired at the, ex 
pense of the state. More than this, as 
the state apportionments are made 
the county's share co,mes along and 
may be used for building more roads 
or for other purposes. 


COUNTY BONDS. 


5. The county has authority to Is- 


sue bonds sufficient to build a county 
wide system of roads as was done 
In Vermilion county. The bond Issue 
In that county was for the amount 
of a million and a half dollars and 
the road building program provides 
for about 160 miles of brick ar.d con- 
crete highway. 
A hundred miles of 


highway would give Macon county 
as complete a road system. 
Since 


several of the Vermilion county roads 
have been Incorporated In the state 
bond system the state will refund to 
that county 625,000 of the money that 
lias been spent for roads.

ELECTRIC TROUBLES 


ARE EXPLAINED 


The user of electricity is likely to 


encounter only two troubles, the open 
circuit and the short circuit. Expla- 
nation of these Is here given: 


Open circuit—An electric circuit 


must b* as complete as the word, 
"circuit" Indicates. No current can 
flaw unless It offers a continuous 
unbroken path. 
Whenever the cur- 


rent- Is turned off from an electrical 
appliance, when a fuse molts, when 
the filament of an Incandescent lamp, 
breaks, or when a break occurs ID • 
flexible cord, the circuit la open and 
no current can flow 
y 


BHORT CIRCUIT. 


Short circuit—As electricity always 


followa the path of least resistance 
the conductors In any circuit must be 
Insulated from each other, and from 
any conducting material. When con- 
tact takes place, part or all of the 
current will follow the new path 
open, and this Is called a short cir- 
cuit. 
Short circuits may occur In 


the conductors leading to an appli- 
ance or within the appliance Itself 
for the circuit Includes every part of 
the path provided for the current 
When a short circuit allows an ex- 
cessive amount of current to flow, It 
may melt a fuse.
